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DETAILED ACTION 

The Preliminary Amendment filed on 12/09/03 has been entered and made of 
record. 

The cancellation of claims 1-24 and adding of new claims 25-34 have been 
entered. 

Specification 

1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wu et 



al (6,329,997). 
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Wu et al (Figures 2-5) disclose a semiconductor circuit (40, Fig.2) on a 
semiconductor chip comprising: a first access port (one of FIFO 46-54) and a 
second access port (one of FIFO 46-54); and a plurality of memory banks (62, 
64, 66, Fig. 3) which can be accessed through both said first access port and said 
second access port; wherein said plurality of memory banks each includes a 
plurality of word lines, a plurality of bit lines, a plurality of memory DRAM cells 
(see 14 of Fig.1 ), and a sense amplifier circuit (inherent), and wherein one of said 
first and second access ports has priority over the other of said first and second 
access ports when said first and second access ports access a same memory 
bank of said plurality of memory banks (the access priority is controlled by an 
access priority engine, 56 in Fig.2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 31-34 allowed. 

5. Claims 28-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
